DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1-13 are allowable over Bauer et al, US 5,927,967 (Bauer). 

4. Claim 1 teaches a cement kiln chlorine/sulfur bypass system where kiln exhaust 
gas, containing sulfur dioxide and calcium oxide (CaO) containing dust, is removed from 
the kiln and introduced into a dust separating means which separates the CaO dust into 
fine and coarse particles. The fine particles and sulfur dioxide are then transferred into 
a wet dust collector. In the wet dust collector, calcium hydroxide (Ca(OH)2) is 
generated when the CaO contacts water. The sulfur dioxide introduced into the wet 
dust collector is removed as it reacts with the generated calcium hydroxide. 

5. Bauer also teaches a cement kiln sulfur bypass system (figure 1 , parts 2 and 5; 
column 3, lines 50-65) for removing sulfur dioxide from a gas stream containing cement 
particulate dust and sulfur dioxide, by way of reacting sulfur dioxide with a cement/water 
mixture in a wet dust collector (figure 1 , parts 2 and 5; column 4, lines 25-35 and lines 
55-65). 

6. Claim 1 of instant application differs from Bauer in that claim 1 requires a 
separation of dust into coarse and fine particles prior to introduction into a wet dust 
collector. While Bauer suggests grinding the dust particles in the collector in order to 
increase the surface area of the particles (figure 1 , part 5; column 1 , lines 50-65 and

column 4, lines 25-30), there is no motivation to classify the particles prior to entry into 
the dust collector. 

7. For at least these reasons, claim 1 is allowable over the prior art. Claims 2-6 are 
allowable as depending on claim 1 while claims 7-13 are allowable for reasons similar 
to those expressed above. 

8. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
